3/ according to my understanding the Representative of the Esto- 
nian Republic in the U.S .A. , (being) recognized by the U.S .Govern- 
ment, has the right to rise the question of direct employment of me 
as an Estonian citizen in the case that there would be more subs- 
tantial gain from the application of my knowledge and skills for the 
needs of the Representation itself or of other organs of the Repub- 
lic of Estonia, than there is on my present work* 

II 

I am working on the present post already for more than 
five years, of this time in the United States since 26 Feb, 1953* 

In connection with this, - if there is no need for my later use in 
the quality of an officer of Estonian citizenship, there will auto- 
matically rise the question of my applying for tne U.S. citizenship. 

I am: an Estonian soldier, as before; guided in my action by the 
sense of duty and the soldier's oath or allegiance; working together 
with the American authorities against our common enemy, the Commu- 
nists,with full devotion and with full loyality. 

I would be very thankful to the Representative if 1 could 
have competent guidance and advise in this matter.
